Bl Pa«o. Texas. March ".—In a 
running fight .m the border near 
Dooirlas, Artz , early today between 
Mexican soldiers aud troops of the 
Ninth United States cavalry, four 
Mexicans w.-re killed. None of the 
American troops were kilted or 
wounded, according to advices re- 
cited here late today. 

P mr American army i.nieers walk* 
hi„'ou tin- America:, line, three milea 
from Douglas, are reported to have 
bi u Brad on by forty regular Mexi- 
can soldiers patrelli ng the border out 
of Agtta Prieta, opi ..site Uouglaa. 
S'xteeu ol Hie negr.. troopers of the 
Ninth rushed lu 'he place of the 
firing aud a spirited skirmish en- 
sued. 

The American soldiers were hold- 
ing their position at the Internation- 
al line when reinforced by two 
troops of the Ninth. The Mexicans 
were routed, leaving four killed on 
the field and others straggling 
through the brush wounded. It la 
said the American troops became so 
excited that they overstepped the 
bouudry and pursued the Mexicaue 
for some distance. 

The fluht caused great excitement 
at DonglM, to which the telegraph 
lines are not open today. The 
townspeople armed themselves and 
went to the boutidry, believing the 
Mexican soldiers were attempting 
to invade the United States. 

Within a few minutes hundreds of 
citizens were at the place armed aud 
ready. Cowboys rushed iu from 
near ranches. *,
